ft a few ounces extra weight in a

A properly adjusted grade line -will 


save handling much soil and enable the 
workman to lay the tile as fast as tbe 
ditch is finished, and it is unsafe to fin- 
sh digging a very long line before lay- 
ng the tile. Making toi-orrow tbe xaost 
convenient time to lay the tile has often 
caused a much longer delay on account of 
a rain or frost during the night, spoiling 
the ditch by tba slumping in of tbe sides 
and requiring the work to be done over 
again. It took two lessons of this kind 
fully to impress tbe importance of this 
matter on oar minds. 


When tbe weather is changeable, 


freezing and thawing by tutus, it is of- 
ten advisable to take off tbe top spade 
while tbe soil is in good condition to 
work. Then when frozen in the morn- 
ings, the work can goon without wait- 
ing for a thaw. When this is done, the 
crumbs should not be thrown out till 
ready to complete the work, for they 
prevent the solid soil below from freez- 
ing, and then, too, freezing and thaw- 
ing will simply cause as much more 
loose soil to fall into the cutting. Ail 
these points are worthy of consideration

au iuclosare, say 16 feet square or lesi 
All that is absolutely necessary j* to se- 
lect a spot that nature bas measurably 
protected froji tbe burning sun and hot 
winds of tbe summer season, taking 
care that tbe site on which tbo ice is 
!o be packed is so ditched as to afford 
good drainage. On such a situ a foot or 
18 inches of dry straw may be laid on 
rails and poles. On this tbe ice is packed 
closely, making a solid cube of it, five, 
six or seven feet high and covering aa 
large an area a« tbe needs of the family 
require. Outside of tbe cube of ice build 
a fence with an interval of a foot or 18 
inches between it and tbe ice. Pack this 
•pace with the best packing material at 
hand—sawdust, cut straw, slough- bay, 
or whatever seems to be cheapest and 
most readily obtainable in the individ- 
ual case. Cover it on top with a like 
depth of tbe nonconducting packing ma- 
terial. 


In determining the size of tbe pile 


count 40 squares feet to the ton. Calcu- 
late bow many tons will probably be re- 
quired, and then double the amount, to 
allow the larger percentage of melting 
that usually attends methods of packing 
as primitive as those descrioed. When 
this is done, the work is done. And if 
the selection of a site bas been right, 
with good attention to the details heroin 
indicated, there will be ice in tbe pile 
late in the following falL 


It is not intended to recommend tbe 


plan here outlined to those who feel 
themselves able to do better. A cheap 
bat more permanent icehouse than this 
should be attached to every farmhouse. 
It need not be an expensive building at 
all. 
The points to be looked after are 


drainage, a fairly well protected site for 
the building and plenty of good, non- 
conducting material on all sides of the 
ice, \vitb provisions for ventilation1 be- 
tween the roof and the packing material 
above it. If tbe farmer can do this, he 
should do it. But if be can do no better 
be may well adopt tbe simpler method 
first described.

Experiment In \Vheat Sowing. 


To determine tbe practicability of 


Bowing spring wheat in tbe fall and al- 
so the time t<i sow for best results the 
Montana station made IS sowings, be- 
ginning with Aug 9 and ending when 
tbe ground was frozen, Nov. 19. The 
early seedings made a nice growth and 
were in good condition when tbe win- 
ter set in, but the later sowings were 
jast coming up Tbe early plantings al- 
most wholly killed out, the intermedi- 
ate only partially, ths Litt«t s-nowsd no 
damage from the winti.r killing, the 
stand being almost perfect. The first 
sis plants sowed g.nonn average yield 
of 3.8 busihftU peracrp; toe next five, 
seeded from Sept 21 to tVt 19, yield- 
ed nn avpra#*of 13.7 bti«bnls.

Keeping Corn Tn Criba, 


Dnrii'g an ordinary season corn can 


be safely kept in almost any kind of a 
crib that will prevent the ears touching 
the ground and keep off tbe rain. Last 
year, however, was an exception, and 
much corn was damaged in pens during 
the winter and spring 
Many ears were 


fonnd to be rotted by July, and others 
were soft aud unfit for market. To pre- 
vent a rccnrrence of this trouble the 
Orange 'ndd Farmer advises as follow s: 


The pens should this season be bmlt in i 


a dry place. 
All ddtraged ears should ! 


be thrown in tLe back end of the wagon 
bed t\heii husk-sg and picked out before 
unloading. 
If allowed to remain, they 


will not only uijnre surrounding ears, 
but ciay sturr the enhie ciib to lotting. 
If token out now, they can be used as 
feed for cnttle. and .bus be of some value. 
When huaUtng is completed, cover tbe 
rail cribs without delay and see that the 
cover turns water. If heavy ruins should 
come tiiis fall before the criba are cov- 
ered, much injury might result Only a

Mulching BhuHarb. 


Wben the ground is frozen in winter, 


he plants should bo mulched about 
eight niches dc-.p w itu strong manure 
rom the horse stable. This advice is

tbis mulching, and there is little danger 
of getting the soil too rich in this way. 
L«ave the mulching on in tbe spring, and 
tbe plants will make a strong, vigorous 
growth aud will require uo other culti- 
vation during tbe season, as the mulch- 
ing holds moisture aud keeps out tbu 
weeds. Tbis mulching should be repeat- 
ed each winter. If it is omitted, you 
may expect a light crop of rhubarb to 
follow.

In fact, it is be- 
lieved that when phosphorus bus once 
taken s fine bnld of the physical forces 
it is impossible to eliminate it and that 
the conditions of decay have began 
Among other notable peculiarity it Las 
been remarked that tbo bones of persons 
saturated with phosphorus are much 
more easily fractured than those of other 
people.
